DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), wliich 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because the boxes shown in figures 3-6, 8, and 9 
are not labeled with proper names. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 43-49 and 62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Miller et al (5,948,030). 

With respect to claims 43-46, 49, and 62, since the claims are limited to a 
handwheel operated device and the first sensor means can be implemented with 
different forms as recited in the specification, the patent to Miller et al shows in figure 1 
a handwheel device comprising a handwheel 26, a first motor 46, a first sensor means 
28, and a first control means 16 for controlling a moveable body such as the steering 
wheel. The claims are drafted in the board way that the claims can be read or 
interpreted in different ways such as a power steering instead of the intended use for 
power wiridows as recited in the specification. The claims are not patentable distinct 
from the power steering control as taught or suggested by Miller et al as shown in the 
drawings of the patent. 

With respect to claims 47 and 48, Miller et al disclose at col. 3 lines 50-66 the 
non-linear function of handwheel control function. Miller et al show in figures 3 the low 
pass filters 90 and 1 08 provide the functions as recited in the claims.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 50-61 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable, subject to limit the handwheel device for vehicle window and its 
functions, if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The references of the record fail to teach or suggest a handwheel controller 
Including a first sensor, a second sensor, a first motor, and a second motor in 
responding to the window handwheel angular position to control the operation of the 
vehicle power window. 

Citation of Pertinent References 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The form 892 references disclose control systems for handwheel 
such as power steering and power windows for vehicles.
